the man she plans to marry wait-

extortion attempt. They suspect-

A neighbor found an ominous 
black cross, made of two candles 
studded with 43 pins and needles, 


A cryptic warning was attached 
to the gris-gris, or charm. Of 
ficers said the next step in the 
voodoo hex would probably be 
an offer to remove the curse if 
Mrs. Boudreaux pays off. 

They pointed ‘out that the pret- 
ty 27-year-old widow received 
$10,000 in GI insurance when her 
husband was killed in the war.

PUBLIC NOTICE 


ADDITIONAL RESTRICTIONS OF 
. WATER USE 


Pursuant to authority given under Bylaw 1210 dated February 28, 
1949, City Commissioners hereby cancel the restrictions effective May 16, 
1949, and substitute the following restrictions. 


1. BETWEEN 8:00 A.M. AND 6:00 P.M. DAILY—NO PERSON (see 
exceptions) shall use water either directly from City watermains or 
from any private water service connected therewith for the purpose of 
sprinkling or irrigating lawns, trees and gardens. 

Exceptions: Nirserymen, market gardeners, recognized clubs oper- 
ating tennis courts and bowling greens. 


2. BEFORE 8:00 A.M. AND AFTER 6:00 P.M. DAILY—Water may be 
used for the purpose of and irrigating lawns, trees and 
gardens on “even dates” of the month at “even numbered” premises and 
similarly on “odd dates” of the month at “odd numbered” premises. 

The caretakers of all commercial, governmental, and institutional 
or sites should telephone the Waterworks Distribution System 
(at 26181 Extension 10) for ruling as to whether their area is an “even” 
or an “odd” date area, Such areas referred to are manufacturing plants 
and railway approach areas, park-like areas around public buildings, the 
grounds of schools, hospitals, churches and similar small park areas. 


8. The proper officials of the Waterworks Department of the City ave here- 
by instructed to see that the provisions of Bylaw 1210, 1949, lacluding 
contraventions of the said bylaw, are complied with. 


The restrictions as per sections 1 and 2 will apply from Monday through 
Friday and will terminate at 1:00 p.m. Saturday of each week. There 
will be no restrictions dwing Sundays and statutory holidays. 

These regulations shall come into force and effect on the 16th day 
of June, 1949, and continue in force until they are. modified or cancelled.

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There is nv reason under the sun why 
Dean R. M. Vlardy’s gsphalt paving plan 
could not have been definitely dealt with 
by city council lasi night. 

Not one of the exceedingly important 
matters engaging council’s attention last 
night was half as important as the need 
for getting Edmonton's street paving into 
respectable shape without one day’s delay. 

Dean Hardy, along with the Chamber 
of Commerce civic affairs committee, pre- 
sented the plan and the report to the 
Mayor and commissioners last Friday. 

Thus, the city’s engineers have had 
four clear days to study it. 

The Hardy plan of flexible asphalt top- 
ping of residential streets has several 
definite and important points to recom- 
mend it: 


Paving Haste Necessary 


1. It would permit more than twice the 
number of blocks to be paved than had 
been planned under the concrete-based 
system, 

2. It would permit the paving on resi- 
dential streets to be carried on at a cost 
reduced by at least one-third, 

In other words, the plan represents the 
only possible hope of ever catching up with 
Edmonton's expansion in the matter of 
residential paving. 

But it should be clear to everybody 
that time is of the essence of the problem, 
particularly in view of the current cement 
shortage. 

The matter should not be left over to 
the next regular meeting. A special meet- 
ing should be convened to deal with it the 
moment the engineers are ready to report.

Liquor is not like other merchandise 
in that the sale of it can be postponed 

For instance, if a man wants a new 
shirt and finds the stores are closed, he 
ean usually contain himself and go shirt- 


less until store opening time the next day 
But when a man wants a bottle of 
liquor and he finds the liquor stores are 


closed, he usually manages to get it from 
illicit sources. 

That is human nature. And legislation 
has been singularly ineffective in changing 
it. 

Restricted liquor store hours promote 
bootlegging. 

Extended liquor store hours retard 
bootlegging. 

That is the experience in every city 
on the North American continent. 

No one wants to see in Edmonton a 
city like some American cities where liquor 
may be purchased at eight or 10 places in 
every block, 24 hours a day. 

But to make it possible for persons to 
secure liquor fogelly up until midnight 
every week day, for instance, would be of 
tremendous assistance to the police in com- 
batting the illicit sale of intoxicants.

Town Planning 
Essential

in your fair city since late March 
and having lived here some 35 
years ago | feel I can speak with 
some assurance and advice on 
the problem of town planning. 

Since leaving Edmonton and 
returning to my home in the 
east (Sarnia, Ont.), I have been 
associated with municipal affairs 
for some 15 years, During 1940- 
41 and 42, I sérved the city as 
mayor. The first act of office was 
to get the city town-planned. 

We contacted Messrs. Wilson 
and Burnell of Toronto who for 
a small fee towu-planned our 
city and furnished a series of 
maps including one large master 
plan, which has been followed 
religiously or at least as near as 
good common sense indicates. 

The thought uppermost in the 
minds of planners is to visual- 
ize the size of a city, aay in 2 
or 30 years, and plan to that end. 
With your boundary objectives 
in front of you the officials ean 
direct all new development with- 
in the confines of its perimeter 
and allow corner stores, small 
industries or large ones for that 
matter, to locate at proper sec- 
tions; rather than allowing them

That was a bold and challeng- 
ing speech which former presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover made at 
Ohio Wesleyan university during 
the week-end when he took a 
vigorous dig at the brand of “new 
era” thinking which substitutes 
security for self-reliance, It's 
likely to bring him a good deal 
of mail, pro and con. 

Certainly the topic is timely, 
for there are few corners of the 
world where it isn't being dis- 
cussed and in many cases experi- 
mented with, Even John Bull, 
who through the generations has 
stood for solid conservatism, now 
is up to his neck in socialism. 

Hoover said that while “secur- 
ity” eliminates the risks of life, 
it “also kills the joy that lies in 
competition, in individual adven- 
ture, new undertakings and new 
achievements, These contain 
moral and intellectual impulses 
more vital than even profits, for 
from them alone comes national 
progress.” 

This is from a man whose life 
is a romance of American suc- 
cess, He was orphaned at 10 and 
self-supporting by 15. He rose to 
the top as a mining-engineer, 
working in many parts of the 
world. Fame came to him for 
his relief administration work in 
Europe during World War One, 
and finally he was elected to 
the presidency, Previously he had 


served eight years as secretary of 
commerce, :

Bave every dollar from his public 
salaries to help the needy. But 
let's get back to that speech. 

“At all times in history there 
have been many who sought 
escape into ‘security’ from self- 
reliance,” he said. 

“Moreover, governments have 
not been able to fix the wages of 
sin, nor have they found a sub- 
stitute for profit and other per- 
sonal stimulants.”

Mr. McDonald says he has 
never been able to get to the bot- 
tom of how one contractor will 
go so far above a reasonable 
figure when tenders are called. 

He thinks it is usually the re- 
sult of an honest error in calcu- 
lation. 

Sometimes the reverse is true. 
Occasionally a contractor will go 
so low that it is obvious he will 
lose money if he takes the con- 
tract. 

In such cases the City Engineer 
calls in the man who has made 
the low tender and trys to find 
out where his figures have gone 
haywire. 

Sometimes it is wise for the 
city to check for it’s own protec- 
tion to see that standard wage 
clausestin the contracts are ob- 
served and the materials for the 
job are up to snuff. 


SOMETIMES LOSE SHIRT 


The 100 street subway (popu- 
larly known as the rat hole) was 
one job where a loss was actu- 
ally suffered by the contractor, 
Mr. McDonald recalled. 

But the second, or lowest ten- 
derer would have literally lost his 
shirt. He was a full $40,000 below
